Lt.  Maguire  had  assumed  com- 
mand of  one  of  the  companies  of  the 
Tenth  Tank  Battalion  on  Nov.  30> 

1944  and  successfully  led  it  in'  an 
attach  several  days  later.  He  was' 
instantly 'killed  about  3 o’clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  Dec.  5th,  by  a 
direct  hit  of  enemy  artillery  on 
his  tank  turret;’  as  he  led  his  .com- 
pany- against  th*e  'enemy.  At  the  /• 
time  of  his  death,  he  had  been 
recommended  to  receive  the  Silver 
Star  for  gallantry  in  action,  and 
for  promotion  to  Captaincy.
